Could anytliing be more in keeping with 
the whole history of prohibition, and of. all 
attempts at prohibition? The prohibition 
law at once put an end to the jiegal and 
licensed dealing in liquors, but it did not 
arrest the saie or the consumption of liquor. 
It suspended all public income from the traf- 
fic, and by making that traffic free increased 
the number of places where liquor was sold, 
and the number of persons engaged in the 
business. It opened a new kind of liquor 
dealing between all parts of Kansas and Cht 
cago. An immense business was opened 
with this city, in which Chicago, upon orders 
received, forwarded packages-ef liquor to 
Kansas, thus carrying the liquor into count- 
less private houses and homes where liquor 
was not kept before. Men bought liquor in 
Kansas by the bottle or gallon who ‘never 
bought it in that form before, and kept it in 
private rooms, where clubs and private com- 
panies met and took their drinks ail the more 
frequently because of the special conven- 
iences. 

The number of places where it was kept 
and sold inereased 50 per cent because these 
places, Instead of being public and licensed, 
became secret and irresponsible, and the re- 
sults of the increase of drunkenness was 
shown by the increase of arrests for crime 
and increase of convictions for felony and 
committals to the penitentiary. 

Prohibition has converted the State from 
being the most temperate and most orderly, 
with the liquor traffic under the restraints of 
a healthy litense law, into a free field for 
the sale of liquor. Now liquor is sold every- 
where, and soid in such defiance of law that 
the law itself has become a byword of 
contempt, and -the people of the State at 
the recent election expressed their con- 
demnation' of it by giving 30,000 majority 
against the chosen advocate and champion of 
that law. 

A letter from Lewiston, in Maifie, to the 
Portland Argus, dated the 19th of Decem- 
bér. states that the friends of tempérance 
have become disgusted at the growing traffic 
in ardent spirits in that city. Hogsheads of 
liquor are bethg illegally sold every week. | 
Many heretofore firm supporters of the pro- 
hibitory law freely say a license law properly 
enforced would be far preferable to the work- 
imgs of the present statute. In the same 
letter it is stated that the druggists of that 
city derive 90 per cent of their income from 

the sale of liquor. Of the fourteen druggists 
in that city all except one sell liquor, and 
that one is supposed to manufacture and sell 
alderberry wine to a liberal trade. 

While prohibition seems to have delivered 
Kansas over to the worst forms of intemper- 
ance, the license law in Nebraska has had 
the opposit effect. In Nébraska the number 


} of saloons has been diniinished, and their 


character largely improved. The same good 
effect has been produced in Michigan, while 
in every State where prohibition has been at- 
tempted intoxication has so increased that a 
license law is now the only effectual remedy 
for the evil restilts of prohibitory madness 
and intemperance.

principle that underlies them is the same. 
Grain-corners, trades-unions, the. starch- 
manufacturers’ combination, and other simi- 
lat unions, railroad pools, and cable monop- 
olies all have one purpose—they seek to ap 
ish competition and put —— in 
place. 

This is a big question. It is not to be dis 
posed of as an evil personal to the malignity 
of half a dozen great capitalists or syndicates 
of ¢apitalists. One thing stands out clearly: 
The control of prices in many very important 
provinces of eommerte and industry is pass- 
ing out of the région of the “ natural laws of 
trade and into the hands of the syndicates. 
Another thing: The farmers, day-laborers, 
professional men—in short, the mass of the 
people—cannot,combine except in one direc- 
tion. The Government is thiéir only organ. 
They must do one of two things: they must 
by legislation, by prosecatioh under laws al- 
ready existing, and by an overpowering ¢con- 
centration of public opinion, break up these 
ominous combinations, or they must bring 
them under the strictest Government super- 
vision.. One part of this great problem has 
already become a live issue in the demand 
for the regulation of railroad rates. But, as 
we have shown, this is only a moiety ot the 
whole question. 

If competition is passing away and the 
modern tendency to combination is not an 
ephemeral one, politics will go through 
changes as startling as those of industry. 
Regulation must follow combination, unless 
the American people are willmg to submit to 
a despotism ia industry that they would not 
for an instant tolerate in politics.

THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 


One of the most thoughtful and practical 


articles which have yet appeared upon the 
solution of the Indian question is contrib- 
uted to a recent issue of the New York Her- 
ald by Mr. N. Reeve, and as its suggestions 
are in a line with many of those which have 
heretofore been made by Tur CHICAGO 
Trinune ‘they are worth reproducing by 
way of emphasis. They cannot be made too 
frequently, for the reason that the question 
has now reached a stage where it must be 
settled. Emigration is pouring over the 
Indian country in great waves. Railroads 
are intersecting it in every direction. Seat- 
tlers are crowding in. Towns and villages 
are springing up, and barbarism as repre- 
sented by the Indian is now confronted by 
civilizahon as represented by the white man 
one highway so narrow they cannot pass. 
Itis better for the Indian to be saved, if 
possible, than to be extirpated. 

The figures suomitted by Mr. Reeve will 
surprise even those readers who’ are ac- 
quainted with the merits of the question. In 
1872 we had guaranteed to 192,000 Indians 
188,000,000 acres of land, thus giving 700 acres 
per head to a race that will not work and 
does not increase. As the figuresstand now, 
all the Indians, excepting 15,000, are under 
some agency, and the tables show that we 
have now set apart 600 acres for each man, 
woman, and child as against thirty-eight 
acres per head to our white populetion, an 
area which in thirty: years will be reduced 
to nineteen. Of course this discrepancy can- 
not be gllowed to remain, and it is idle to 
think of it. Theonly question that remains 
is how to make the Indians self-supporting, 
if they are not to De swept away altogether. 

Christianity cannot be depended upon to 
accomplish this. As Mr. Reeve says:

mg cise, and in the whole Indian Territory there 
ig not a church built or minister supported by 
lod:an eontributions. 


What Christianity cannot do foree can, for 
the Indians are afraid of the soldiers of the 
Government. The doctrine, “You shall” is 
much better understood among them than 
the doctrine of love. Supplying them with 
clothes does not civilize them, for an Indian 
in @ plug hat, and cutaway coat, and the 
latest style of trousers is just as much an 
Indian as he is in his breechclout. The ele- 
gance of dress is wasted on him, Even the 
teachers who go among them are much more 
respected if they adopt the Indian fashions, 
which are to wear as little dress as possible. 
Feeding them gratis accomplishes nothing 
except to make them lazy, and in this respect 
they are not far removed from some of their 
white brethren. School-books are wasted 
on them. Praying is wasted on them. The 
ideal, the romantic, the sentimental is all 
wasted. The educational: schemes result in 
little good because they are not practical. 
What then ? 

The primal desire of the Indian is for food. 
At present he gets it for nothing, and as soon 
as he has received his rations he spends his 
time in utter laziness, waiting for more... Of 
course he has nv incentive to labor. As an 
Indian is not more desirous of starving than 
a white mah,one practical remedy would 
seem to be to make him work for his food, and, 
if he is ignorant how to work, to teach him, 
and gradually to incite him to labor for some- 
thing beyond his mere daily demands, The 
education which they need is the education 
of work, the first step being work sufficient 
to support themselves. Education, religion, 
dress, and other Civilizing infinences will 
come in their regular turn afterwards. To 
till the earth should be their first lesson. As 
Mr. Reeve says: ** They must be treated like 
children, infants, and the kindergarten must 
,be the form of seheol. They must be practi- 
cally taught to handle the spade or the plow 
with the same adroitness as they have 
heretofore handled the bow and arrow—how 
to put it in the ground, how to guide it so as 
to produce the maximum of resalt with the 
minimum of exertion.” The expense of this 
need hardly be considered, \for with the ut- 
most endeavor it could not be made to ap- 
proach the present costly system of dealing 
with Indians, some items of which are con- 
— in mene statement: 
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be tempting Providence for any vessel to 
leave her moorings on that day, or for lands- 
men to make journeys in any conveyance of 
flimsy build, Hail, rain, snow, wind, and 
other elements are to combine in a blizzard, 
cyclone, tornado, or monsoon of such a de- 
structive character that but very little can 
withstand it.. Hence Wiggins has. begged 
the Canadian Governmént to take‘ such 
measures as will save the shipping. 

Gen. Hazen, however, has dove nothing of 
the sort; on the other hand, he has pounced 
upon the unfortunate Wiggins and torn him 
end from end. Curiously enough, as show- 
ing the jealousies that afflict scientific minds, 
two other weather seers are after the Ca- 
nadian’s area.of scaip. .-Vennor has already 
demolished him and De Voe is preparing to 
do so. Vennor is brief and scornful, but 
Hazen is leng and labored, and he exhaust- 
ively combats the Wiggins theories. Wig- 
girs’ storm is a zigzag one, whereupon 
Hazen jumps upon him with the crushing 
assertion that storms are never zigzag, at 
least those that go through his office, but are 
straightforward ahd to the point, going 
about their work without any deviation to 
right or ieft, and meaning business. Again, 
Wiggins declares that the Rocky. Mountains 
are to have a peculiar influence upon the at- 
mosphere owithg to the action of winds on 
the 11th of March. Here. there is every rea- 
son for Hazen to feel. offended, for Wiggins 
is getting out of bis bailiwiek. Clearly the 
Rocky Mountains are Hazen’s perquisits, 
and no winds evolved from a Canadian ca- 
bala have any business with them. Hazen is 
right in his position, and Wiggins’ flatuleney 
must not be allowed to interfere with the 
Rocky Mountains. No man but Hazen has 
any right to propel winds across the Repub- 
tic: least of all can Wiggins be suffered to 
doit. He may aseume aire in tle depend- 
ency of an effete monarchy, but can raise no 
wind in this free and eftightened country. 
In an unguarded mement Wiggins announced 
that “the planetary force would submerge 
the lowlands of the American coast.” It was 
an unlucky expression, for Hazen catches 
him on the hip asa bold: astrologer 
and says. “ The words * etary force’ be- 
long to the vocabulafy of astrology and 
medieval superstition upon which modern 
science cannot be too severe,” Considering 
the enormity of, Wiggins’ offense, Hazen has | 
dealt lightly with him. He might have in- 
vaded his dep and smashed his microcosm 
and macrocositi into everlasting flinders and 
offered up his red dogs and black poodles on 
the altar of his wrath, scattered all his 
zodiacal frauds to the winds, and driven him 
and his horoscope into his “ cadent house,” 
and locked them both in. 

We have little sympathy with Wiggins, 
but, alas! we havé as little confidence in 
Hazen, We remember. that Hazen has been 
giving us storms on sunny days and sunshine 
on stormy days. He has sent us out witha 
spring overcoat to find the thermometer be- 
low zero, and with a winter overcoat to find 
the thermometer going up towards the nine- 
ties, We remember that cold blizzards have 
swept down upon us while he slept. We re 
member that his areas of low thermometer 
and high barometer have beén irretrievably 
mixed up, and that fair and foul. and foul and 
fait have hovered in the fog of his dispatches 
in the most distracting manner. Under such 
circumstances we do not propose to throw 
Wiaegins over yet. There is but one test. 
Wiggins has categorically announced what 
will happen on the lith of March; now let 
Hazen with equal detail tell us what is going 
to happen that day, all bets to be off until the 
12th. We shail then know who. is the real 
son of a prophet, except in the alarming con- 
tingency that neither one of them guesses 
right.

THE FRAUDULENT DEBATE. 
There seems to have been a very absurd 
farce perpetrated in the Senate during 
nearly the whole of last week; and. the farce 
consisted in the two parties with ill-<con- 
cealed disgust professing to favor a law in 
the interest of civil-service reform. 


There were Republicans loud, long, and 


vehement In their professions; and there 
were Democrats équally long, loud, and ve 
hement in their demands; but, while two- 
thirds of the reformers were outspoken for 
reform, particular care was taken that the 
bill before the Senate should bé emascu- 
lated, and even in its mutilated form should 
not be passed. 

The fact is, there is no sincerity on the mere 
of a majority of either party in Congress in 
favor of this or any radical measure for the 
reform of the civil service, and all pretenses 
of any such purpose are shailow. and hypo- 
critical. The Demoetrats in Congress do not 
mean it any more than does Mr. Pendleton; 
and the sincerity of the Kepublicans is illus- 
trated by the votes of Don Cameron ta break 
up the business of Senatorial brokerage in 
offices. The Senate has discussed this bill 
twe weeks, and the discussion has. been a 
farce because both sides knew that each was 
insincere. 

The Republicans have controlled Congress 
for most of twenty years, but during that time 
have never taken @ serious step In the direc- 
tion of abolishing the patronage of Senators 
and Representatives, and have never even 
failed to claim their right of property in this 
patronage. In point of fact, without this 
patronage the country might have had abler, 
wiser, and more faithful representatives in 
the Senate and House; but the representa- 
tives would have been relieved of much of 
that labor which seems to commend itself 
the most to their fayor, and that is peddling 
out offices. 

There are but few of our statesmén who 
are willing, or who ever will be, to favor any 
divorcee between members of Congress and 
the patronage of the civil service. The Conk- 
ling case showed how thoroughly the desire 
for power in the matter of patronage is in- 
cluded in the Congressman’s mind. The Re 
publican machine has no intention ever to 
abandon it, unless in 1884 the Deniscrats 
should elect the President, when the Repub- 
ligan members will to a man become civil- 
service reformers. ‘The Democrats, who in- 
vented and practiced the spoils system 
for thirty years, have for over twen- 
ty years been out of office, and they 
have no purpose to bar their party out of a 
wholesale return to office by any law to be 
passed at this or any othertime., Both parties 
are fully aware of this intent on the part of 
each other; and the result of the recent de- 
bate was to pretend to pass a reform, when, 
in fact, reform was the last result ever ex- 
pected and intended. 

Nevertheless at the next election thousands 
of people will take caré so to vote at the 
polis that there will be a reform accom- 
plished, if not In ove way, at least in.another:;
